Nanci Griffith's Success 
No Surprise To Producer 


ee @ The left-field success of 
singer/songwriter Nanci Griffith’s 
MCA debut album, ‘‘Lone Star 
State Of Mind,” doesn’t surprise 
MCA producer/executive Tony 
Brown in the least. 

“T flew up to Boston to see Nanci 
play in a coffeehouse, and she just 
blew me away,” recalls Brown. 
“Nevertheless, I was still wrestling 
with all the so-called problems with 
signing as folksy a performer as 
Nanci. But then I thought to my- 
self, ‘Who are you fooling?’ Every- 
thing she does is great, and you’ve 
got to have faith in good-quality 
music. And, as we can see, that faith 
is paying off.” 

Though Brown makes it sound 
simple, he had some impressive 
numbers to back up his musical con- 
siderations—Griffith’s two most re- 
cent Philo/Rounder albums, “Last 
Of The True Believers” and “Once 
In A Very Blue Moon,” sold approx- 
imately 30,000 copies each, strong 
numbers for independently distrib- 
uted records. Says Brown, ‘‘You 
don’t have to look far to see the kind 
of base she’s built with her four in- 
dependent albums and constant 
touring schedule. She’s also been 
adopted by the press, and that 
helps, too.” 

What does surprise Brown is how 
quickly the album took off (current- 
ly No. 34 on the Top Country Al- 
bums chart). “It’s already sold more 
than the total sales for the first rec- 
ord of most developing country art- 
ists,” he says, noting that the title- 
cut single and Kathy Mattea’s top 
five cover of Griffith’s “Love At 
The Five And Dime” helped spur 
early retail excitement. 


Although he declines to reveal 
figures, MCA executive vice presi- 
dent and general manager Bruce 
Hinton does say that the sales of 
“Lone Star’ exceed those of her last 
two indie releases and that he ex- 
pects to see the record “continue to 
grow on a Steady basis. We’re only 
in the initial stages of promoting 
and marketing the record.” 


The album is not remarkably dif- 
ferent from her previous record- 
ings, says Griffith. “The only real 
changes are in the things that a big- 
ger recording budget can bring, be- 
cause it’s still the same basic band 
(including guitarists Pat Alger and 
Phillip Donnelly, cellist John Catch- 
ings, fiddler Mark O’Connor, banjo 
player Bela Fleck, and dobro/pedal 
steel player Lloyd Green) and the 
same live recording approach.” 
Griffith produced the album with 
Brown and calls the experience 
“one of the easiest things I’ve ever 
done.” 

“There wasn’t much to change. 
We just wanted to give the sound a 
little more electricity and power,” 
says Brown. Three notable contrib- 
utors to the album were drummer 
Russ Kunkel, piano player John Jar- 
vis, and singer Mac McAnally. They 
are musicians, Griffith says, “I’ve 
always wanted to work with. 
They’re my favorites.” 


Both Griffith and Brown cite her 
development as a songwriter as an- 
other part of the growth. ‘Her writ- 
ing is getting more and more ma- 
ture, just taking its natural course 
of development,” says Brown. 


MCA had the opportunity to get a 
feel for the probable success of 
“Lone Star State Of Mind’’ from 
Griffith’s prerelease tour, opening 
shows for the Everly Brothers as a 
solo performer. “I think that the 
whole experience gave everyone 
confidence in what I can do.

Most of the songs are very 
familiar, but, apart from an 
uninspired version of ‘Green, 
Green Grass Of Home’, the 
Burritos’ inject renewed validity 
and zest, showing why, when 
Parsons was a member, they were 
the leading influence in early 
country rock. Completists and 
collectors will be jumping for joy 
now these rarities are easily 
available once again, but the 
pleasure they give can be enjoyed 
by lesser devotees also.

Dear Editor, 


After having read your 

reviews on the 1987 Silk Cut 
Country (and | use the term 
Country loosely) Festival, | had 
to let you know some of my 
feelings on the subject. 


Firstly, why must all country 
newspapers/magazines insist 
on ‘putting down’ Jerry Lee 
Lewis. Every time he is 
mentioned a snide comment 
has to be made. OK, so your 
contributor may not like him, 
but why on earth must you 
continually give bad or ‘nothing’ 
reviews simply because he isn't 
your/your contributor’s cup of 
tea? He is in his own right a 
professional, extremely good 
entertainer, an excellent piano 
player and a very credible 
singer. Perhaps his voice isn't 
the greatest in the world but the 
sheer electricity of his show 
more than compensates that. Is 
it because he isn't the nice, 
clean-cut boy that he should (7?) 
be? 


It is the first time | have 
witnessed such a gathering at 
the front of the stage in support 
of an artist, and indeed, it is the 
first time | have ever seen 
anybody actually manage to 
jump past all authorities and 
get up onto the stage!

Do 
we really have to put up with 
this insistant, repetitive heavy 
drum beat of which Conway 
Twitty seems to have resorted 
to in virtually every song he 
records nowadays?

Now I'm not saying that Jerry 
Lee is straight Country, 
although as your contributor 
did say, he is one of the finest 
Country singers when he wants 
to be, I'm just stating that his 
up-tempo, rocking act was a 
very welcome change from the 
slow, often dull songs that mos‘ 
of the acts were submitting. 
Also, you are discrediting the 
man by saying his set only 
consistedof 3 Country numbers, 
which, when the truth be told, 
is 3 more than certain others | 
could mention sang ...

He describes his sound as 
a ‘Southwestern kind of music, with r&b on one side, country on the 
other ... and me in the middle’. | received a pre-release demo tape of 
their forthcoming Demon album, ‘Every Night About This Time’, and 
that's a pretty fair description. It's excellent stuff! 


@ The Long Ryders new album, ‘Two Fisted Tales’ (Island), is now 
completed and set for release on 1 June. A European tour to coincide 
with the album's release takes in UK dates at Birmingham Powerhouse, 
Manchester International, Sheffield Poly, Newcastle Mayfair, Leeds Poly 
Leicester Poly, Bristol Studio and London Town & Country Club.

@ When British Country Music 
starts to get the recognition it _ 
deserves it will come from Songs 
written by British Songwriters, 
from guys like Mick Gordon 
who’s currently providing the 
ammunition for our Artists to fire. 


Mick who now lives with his wife 
Dorothy in Grantham 
Lincolnshire was born and raised 
in Romford Essex by his Irish 
Parents. It was his Mum and Dad 


that fostered his love for Country, 


Mum played accordian as well as 
fiddle, Dad the fiddle. As Mick 
says “I must have known nearly 
every Irish melody in existance 
from a very early age”. 


@ At age eleven he joined a 
Band called ‘The Act’ as bass 
player. In the late sixties they 


landed a Recording Contract with 


EMI's Columbia Label, their 
recordings were written and 
produced by Kenny Lynch and 
Mort Schuman who wrote 


™Sweets For My Sweet” for ‘The 


Searchers’. Even though he was 
“gigging” seven days a week, 
Mick still found time to write a 
variety of songs many of them 
country. When ‘The Act’ took 
their final curtain Mick was 
offered a Songwriting Contract 
with London Management the 
largest Artists Agency in Britain, 
which he turned down, thirty six 
songs over a three year period 
then seemed too much like 
‘conveyor belt processing’ for his 
liking. So instead he joined the 
Robert Stigwood Organisation 
who were having considerable 
success with ‘The Bee Gees’, 
‘Cream’ and ‘Olivia Newton John’ 
who came within a cats whisker 
of recording his “Will You Be 
Mine”. 


@ The urge to get back playing 
with a Band saw Mick form a 
Country/Rock outfit that was 
heavily influenced by the likes of 
‘The Eagles’, ‘The Byrds’ and 
‘Gram Parsons’, but as well as 
performing covers the band also 
played plenty of Micks originals.

A single was actually released on 
Polydor but vanished without 
trace. At this time Mick Gordon 
was having difficulty deciding 
where his future lay, but 
eventually made up his mind to 
concentrate on Songwriting and 
turned his back on the ‘Southern 
Scene’ and moved to Grantham. 


@ The first year was spent fairly 
leisurely doing what he wanted 
when he wanted to, a few 
Country Songs were written but 
not circulated. Once again the 
urge to be involved with the 
performing side surfaced so he 
joined a local outfit called ‘Brass 
Roots’ who were playing anything 
from ‘Glen Millers’ “In The Mood” 
to country standards like ‘Blanket 
On The Ground’, this was 
followed by a period with the 
resident band at Nottingham 
Sherwood Rooms, again playing 
pretty much what was requested. 


@ Finally realising that 
performing other peoples songs 
was not what he really wanted, 
Mick has started to take his 
Songwriting really seriously. He’s 
invested in an eight track 
recording desk and converted a 
spare room in his home into a 
studio. Since than he has become 
a very prolific and dedicated 
writer of quality Country Songs. 
Jay Cee Music who released the 
modestly successful “U.K. New 
Country” Album last year have 
snapped up “Everything But 
Love” and the British Office of 
Acuff - Rose are at the time of 
writing still considering placing 
one of his songs for recording by 
Paul Richie. Other excellent

® NASHVILLE - It’s that time of year 
again. Time for thousands of Country 
Music fans to flock to Nashville for the 
16th Annual International Country 
Music Fan Fair, to be held June 8 -14 at 
the Tennessee State Fairgrounds in 
Nashville. 


® Often noted as a “lovefest” between 
Country artists and their fans, Fan Fair, 
co-sponsored by the Country Music 
Association and the Grand Opry, has 
experienced tremendous growth in its 
16-year history. Approximately 5,000 
people attended the first Fan Fair in 
1972. In 1985, unprecedented 19,500 
Country fans attended the 
entertainment extravaganza, and 
registration for 1986’s affair increased 
by more than 10 percent, bringing 
registration to a phenomenal 21,500 
spectators. Already, 17,000 fans have 
registered for Fan Fair ‘87, up 4,200 


registrants from the same time last year. 


® The annual Bluegrass Show on 
Monday, June 8 will kick off the week 
of kaleidoscopic fun which will feature 
more than 30 hours of live 
entertainment, exhibit booths, visits to 
the Country Music Hall of Fame, 
Opryland U.S.A. and the Ryman 
Auditorium before ending with the 
annual Grand Masters Fiddling Contest 
on Sunday, June 14. The Odessa 
Chuckwagon Gang of Odessa, Texas, 
will again be treating Fan Fair 
registrants to two barbeque dinners 
during the week.
